Q.No.8 You have lastly stated in your letter that the ashes in the 
Japanese temple are not of Netaji. How did you reach to that conclusion? 

Ans: The above statement is also based on newspaper reports. Volunteers, 
I have no proof in support of my above three statements. 

Q.No.9 Do you want to anything more which would be relevant to the 
purpose of the commission? 

Ans. My father was actively connected with Indian National army and he 
was a Minister in the interim cabinet of Netaji. He used to talk to me about 
Netaji’ s activities and he also shared the view which I have stated in my fax 
message. Indeed the above statements were told by my father and I also saw 
from the newspapers. I am submitting before this Commission the 
photocopy of a book titled “Indian and Thailand” which contain the 
speeches delivered by Netaji. A photocopy of the books is marked “exhibit 
292”. 

Q.No.10 (put by Mr Keshab Bhattacharya) Can you name the newspaper 
in which you saw the news of Netaji’s plane crash? 

Ans: I do not remember the name of the newspaper.

The Embassy of India presents its compliments to the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs of the Royal Government of Thailand and has the 
honour to state that the Government of India has appointed the 
Justice Mukherjee Commission of Inquiry to inquire into the 
circumstances of the disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose in 
1945 and subsequent developments connected therewith. The 
Commission has requested that the relevant information and 
documents be obtained or made accessible to the Commission which 
pertain to the disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose 
including: 

(a) whether Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose is dead or alive; 

(b) if he is dead, whether he died in the plane crash as 
alleged; 

(c) whether the ashes in the Japanese temple are ashes of 
Netaji; 

(d) whether he had died in any other manner at any other 
place and, if so, when and how; 

(e) if he is alive, in respect of his whereabouts. 

The Embassy shall be grateful if the esteemed Ministry could 
make available or accessible at the earliest convenience all 
documents, classified or unclassified, which are in the possession or 
under the control of the Royal Government of Thailand in the 
archives, as these would facilitate the inquiry of the Commission. 

The Embassy of India avails itself of this opportunity to renew to 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the Royal Government of Thailand 
the assurances of its highest consideration. .
